LONDON, March 17.—Bapaume is re- 
ported to have been captured by the 
british troops in France today and the 


French troops made an advance in some 
Places of the depth of two and one-half 
miles on a 13-mile front. 

The Reuter correspondert with the 
British troops telephoned that the Brit- 
ish entered Bapaume this morning and 
were beyond the town.

HE provisional Government in 
X Russia has issued the fol- 
lowing appeal to the people, 
according to Reuter’s Perograd cor- 
respondent: 

“Citizens: The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Duma, with the ald 
and support of the garrison of the 
capital and its inhabitants, has suc- 
ceeded ih triumphing over the ob- 
noxious forces of the old regime 
in such a manner that we are able 
to proceed to a more stable organi- 
zation of the executive power, with 
men whose past political activity 
assures them the country’s confi- 
dence.“ 

The names of the members of 
the new Government are then given 
and the appeal continues: 

“The new Cabinet will base its 
policy on the following principles: 

‘1 An immediate general amnesty 
for all political and religious of- 
fenses, including terrorist acts and 
military and agrarian offenses. 

2. Liberty of speech and of the 
press; freedom for alliances, unions, 
and strikes, with the extension of 
these liberties to military officials 
within the limits admitted by mil- 
itary requirements. 

‘3. Abolition of all social, 
ious and national restrictions. 

4. To proceed forthwith to the 
preparation and convccation of a. 
constitutional assembly, based on 
universal suffrage, which will es- 
tablish a governmental regime. 

5. The substitution of the police 
by a national militia, with chiefs 
to be elected and responsible to 
the Government. 

‘6. Communal elections to be 
based on universal suffrage. 

7. The troops which participated 
in the revolutionary movement will 
not be disarmed, but will remain 
in Petrograd. 

„8. While maintaining strict mil- 
itary discipline for troops on ac- 
tive service, it is desirable to ab- 
rogate for soldiers all restrictions 
in the enjoyment of social rights 
accorded other citizens. 

‘9. The provisional government 
desires to add that it has no in- 
tention to profit by the circum- 
stances of the war to delay the real- 
ization of the measure of reform 
above mentioned.“

So swiftly, unex- 
pectedly and completely did the great 
change come that the people are almost 
dazed and seem scarcely able to under- 
stand what has occurred. 

People Regard It as Dream. 

Inured through centuries to the grind- 
ing oppression of autocratic rule and 
regarding freedom as a glorious dream 
which would forever remain a dream, 
the people seem disposed to regard their 


liberation as at most merely a tempo- 
rary respite, which must soon give way 


to the ancient law of imperial will. 


Grand Duke Michael Accepted Throne 
Conditional Upen Public Consent. 
LONDON, March 17.—Grand Duke 

Michael accepted the throne of Rus- 

sia conditioned on the consent of the 

Russian people, according to a state- 

ment received here today from the 

semiofficial Russian news agency. 

The statement follows: “Grand 
Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, accept- 
ing the throne from his brother, de- 
clares that he does so only with the 
consent of the Russian people, who 
should by a plebiscite establish a 
new form of government and new 
fun:ilamental laws.” 

The declaration made by the Grand 
Duke on his acceptance of the throne, 
as given out by the news agency, “ol- 
lows: 

This heavy responsibility has come 
to me at the voluntary request of my 
brother, who has transferred the n- 
perial throne to me during a period 
of warfare which is accompanisd 
with unprecedented popular disturb- 
ances. 

Moved by the thought which is in 
the minds of the entire people, that 
the good of the country is para- 
mount, I have adopted the firm reso- 
lution to accept the supreme power 
only if this be the will of our gen- 
eral people, who, by a plebiscite 
organized by their representatives in 
a constituent assembly, shall estab- 
lish a form of government and new 
fundamental laws for the Russian 
State. 

“Consequently, invoking the bene. 
diction of our Lord, I urge all citi- 
zens of Russia to submit,to the pro- 
visional Government established upon 
the initiative of the Duma and in- 
vested with full plenary powers, until 
such time, which will follow with as 
little delay as possible, as the consti .- 
tuent assembly, on a basis of uni- 
versal. direct, equal and secret suf- 
frage, shall, by its decision as to the 
new form of government, express the 
will of the people.” 


Russian Garrison Mutisies at Fortress 
Guarding Hestngfos. 
LONDON, March I7.—The Russian gar- 
rison at the fortress of Sveaborg which 
defends Helsingfors, has refused to join 
the revolution, acocrding to a dispatch 
received by th ßwedish newspaper Ny-

IMPRESSES AUSTRIANS 


Emperor Charles Returns Sud- 
denly to Vienna From Budapest, 
When on Way to Transylvania.

BERLIN; March 16, via London, March 
17.—The Russian revolution has made a 
tremendous impression in Austria, where 
its moral effect will naturally be greater 
than in Germany. It explains reports 
from the Eastern front several days ago. 
where intrenched Russian soldiers were 
heard cheering. It also explains Em- 
peror Charles’ sudden return to the Au- 
strian capital from Budapest, on March 
8, instead of continuing, as had been 
planned, his visit to Transylvania. 

The first vague rumors of the revo- 
lutionary movement in Russia sounded 
so good to Emperor Charles that he 
hurried back to Vienna to watch devel- 
opments, Synchronizing with the Rus- 
sian reyolution, Chancellor von Beth- 
man-HollWeg’s visit to Vienna is now 
regarded as significantly more than a 
polite formality. 

Saturday afternoon, it is understood, 
will be devoted exclusively to confer- 
nces betwen the German Chancellor and 
Austrian statesmen, at which Count 
Tisza, rumored as the probable suc- 
cessor of the Austrian premier, is also 
expected to be present. 


The best expression of moderate Ger- 
man public opinion is voiced by the So- 
cialistic Vorwaerts, which says: 

“If the revolution remains victorious, 
it will mean at first, not a weakening, 
but a strengthening of the bonds be- 
twen Petrograd and London. 

‘Rodzianko, President of the Duma, 
and Miliukoff are closer to Lloyd George 
than were the Czar’s ministers. 

“There are Only two possibilities for 
Russian liberalism to maintain itself 
now—either a great victory over Ger- 
many and the fulfillment of the pan- 
Slavic dreams of conquest or else a 
speedy conclusion of an honorable peace. 
Between these two possibilities the new 
Government must choose, Will it rec- 
ognize that the first possibility is in 
reality an impossibility, while the second 
is near at hand and graspable?’’ 


ENTIRE BRITISH ARMY 


IN WEST IN MOTION 


Roads, Railroads and Even Water 
Mains Built in Wake of 
Germans. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press. 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, March 16.—The retreat of the 


Germans in the Ancre and Somme re- 
gion continues to give the zest of move- 
ment to the war in the West and a 
trip nowadoys along the ever-extending 
new British lines reveals a picture the 
like of which has not been seen on this 
front for more than two years. 
Progress was made by the allies in 
the battles of the Somme last summer 
and autumn, but after the initial for- 


ward step the fighting became so bitter 


and the resistance so dogged that the 
advance could be counted almost by 
feet if not at times by inches. Recently 
the onward movement has been rckoned 
in miles and it is strange to see field 
fortresses that last year cost thousands 
of German lives to defend now yield 
within a few hours after the British 
meavies“ have begun to pour out their 
torrent of high explosives. 

The British gun crews show their high 
morale which is in evidence throughout 
the army. They whistle and sing and ban- 
dy grim jests as they work. As the firing 
button is pressed the crew jumps back 
for a moment from the gun carriage, 
but have leaped again to their allotted 
posts before the easy acting recoil has 
returned the mammoth weapon to its 
original position. 


The forward movement of the British 
on so wide a front has brought into 
play all the machinery of motion in 
warfare.

It ig also a rev- 
elation of the intensely practical side 
of modern war to see a six-inch water 
main stretching itself into territory but 
recently occupied by Germans.

Since the last St. Patrick’s day the long list of 
Irish martyrs has been extended. An ill-starred 
attempt was made to accelerate constitutional 
agitation by armed force, the first serious at- 
tempt in a century of discontent and unredressed 
grievances. 

In hundreds of gatherings in honor of the day 
comparisons will be drawn between the Dublin 
uprising of Easter day last April and the tri- 
umphant movement in behalf of self-government 
and against reaction at Petrograd in this present 
March. To judge of the full accuracy of the par- 
allel we must have more definite information as 
to what the Irish leaders would have done in the 
event of complete or partial success. 

Would they have joined themselves to Germany, 
as much their enemy as the enemy of other races 
in Western Europe? Or did they plan to do on a 
more serious scale only what Ulster had already 
threatened to do? 

Would they have merely held the strong places 
in the island until, aided by their pressure, the 
Irish representatives at Westminster had ended 
Asquith’s paltering and forced the legislation 
which ought long before to have been accorded? 
Or would they have held out for the Utopia of an 
unfederated and independent Ireland? : 

Whatever the object of the insurrectionists as 
a whole, many undoubtedly were actuated by pre- 
cisely the same motives that actuated those who 
struck for popular rule at the Russian capital. 
Another obvious and basic feature in the paral- 
lel is tnat a Government of the Irish and by the 
Irish and for the Irish at Dublin was opposed by 
the element in the British Isles that corresponds 
exactly to the element in Russia that opposed gov- 
ernment by the consent of the governed at Petro- 
grad. | 3 : 

Whatever the differences between the two move- 
ments, what was done at the Russian capital may 
fittingly be cited today as justifying new hopes 
for the early righting of Ireland’s wrongs. Democ- 
racy during the days when the Russian republic 
was established planted a new line of stakes 80 
far out as narrowly to circumscribe in their new 
and splendid sweep the boundaries still given over 
to oppression and irresponsible rule. A victory 
was won whose influence will extend to many cap- 
itals and give new heart everywhere to those 
struggling for equality of opportunity.

To the innocent bystander it looks only too often as if a man, otherwise 
Sane, took leave of his senses, when he came to make a second marriage. It 
ig a common spectacle to see a staid, fat, middle-aged widower, with a houses 
full of children, marrying a fluffy-headed little girl, no older that his own 
daughters, or a polished society man, whose first wife had belonged to his own 
Class, taking his cook or his housekeeper for his second wife. 

Indeed, so little marrying sense do widowers, as u class, display, that they 
have become a sort of consolation prize to women, who comfort themselves 
with the fact that ſt they can’t be a No, 1 wife there is no difficulty in becom- 
ing a No. 2 For they don’t need any bait—neither looks nor charms not in- 
telligence—with which to angle for a widower. All they need is just to be Sally- 
on-the-spot, and he'll come up and flop into their nets. , 


OBODY has 

N Strange psychic phenomenon of 
why a man will marry for his 

second wife a woman he wouldn't have 

looked at for his first, nor why a sensible, 


practical, intelligent man, with 4 or 80 
years of experience in life, should, in 
ventuying into the holy estate a second 
time, throw all prudence and caution 
to the winds and contract an alliance 
that seemingly any idiot would know 
was inevitably bound- to end in disaster. 

Yet we have all seen widowers who 
were men of culture and _ refinement 
marrying coarse and illiterate women 
with whom they had not one thought 
or idea in common. And we have seen 
the misery that resulted. And we've 
teen widowers bring silly, undisciplined, 
unwise young stepmothers to rule over 
turbulent children who were nearer her 
age than she was to her husband’s, and 
we've looked on in pity at the fight 
that followed. 


And we've wondered what made these 
widowers mare as they did. We have 
wondered how a man whose e¢irls were 
the gently-bred daughters of a lady 
could put over them to rear them a 
woman who had none of the qualities 
of their own mother, a woman who 
could teach them none of the elegan- 
cies and graces that their own mother 
would nave taught them; a woman who 
was incapable of making or holding for 
them the place in society that their 
own mother would have done. 

And we have wondered how any man 
could have been deluded enough to 
even hope that any young girl would 
have the tact, the self-control, the far- 
reaching intelligence to enable her to 
fil the most difficult of all roles, that 
of stepmother. We have wondered how 
any man could have been so blind as 
not to foresee that bringing such a one 
into his house was like bringing in a 
firebrand, and that the result would in- 
evitably be a home that was always in 
a row and a turmoil, and that the end 
was bound to 0s that his children would 
be alienated from him, and driven from 
bim, and ais own heart torn in two be- 
tween his love and duty to the two fac- 
tions. 

We have wondered at these things, and 
now an Archbishop of the Middle West 
has explained them. He says that the 
widowers who make these unsuitable 
marriages for the most part are men 
who have become panic-stricken upon 
the death of their wives, and who re- 
marry as soon as possible merely that 
their children may be cared for. Fur- 
thermore, marrying in haste, they marry 
without judgment the first woman that 
is handy. 


In his long experience in dealing with 
foolish and weak humanity, the Arch- 
bishop has seen thousands of these mar- 
riages that have turned out 80 unhap- | 
pily that he is now establishing a home 
where motherless boys may be taken 
care of, and their fathers thus prevented 
from being driven into precipitate and 
undesirable marriages. 

No doubt the Archbishop is right. A 
woman whose husband dies leaying her 
with a houseful of little children, has 
always been a tear-compelling object of 
sympathy, but in reality she is not half 
so pathetic or so forlorn and helpless 
as the man whose wife dies, leaving him 
with a lot of children to care for. 

If the woman has money, she suffers 
nothing but her bereavement. She can 
keep her children together. She has no 
anxiety about their upbringing, about 
their being kept clean physically and 
spiritually. She has the consolation of 
her comfortable, well-ordered home. 

She does not need to marry again in 
order to have somebody to look after 
her children. 

But the widower with children is in a 
desperate plight unless he happens to 
have a mother or sister who fan step 
into the breach. He does not know 
what to do for children when they are 
sick or when they are well. He doesn’t

Notice has been given to the Terminal Railroad * 
ciation, which includes the Merchants’ Bridge and Wiggins Ferry, that all engine 
men and trainmen in the employ of those companies would stop work at 6:00 p. m. 6 
Saturday. Some of the passenger trains running into St. Louis are handled to Union” 
Station by the road engine and train crew, while other passenger trains, by resse 
of certain conditions, change from the road engine to Terminal engine at ees 2 
tion, East St. Louis. If Terminal engines are not permitted to haul these t 0 
Union Station, the train, of course, is stopped short of its destination, and this with“ 
out doubt, constitutes an interruption to passenger service.
